THE SUMMING-UP, 

The Lord Chief Justice resumed his sum- 
ming-up of the evidence which had been 
vijourned from the previous evening. He 
said that the late Richard Cro was 
only a few days a widower when he met the 
defendant. The first intimation that the 
relatives received of the intended marriage 
vas in the American newspapers, and they 
gceo the father not to ma too soon after 
is wife's death. The marriage took place

tracing the two people in

It 
was alleged that in the subsequent years of 
his life, and especially at the date of the 
will, in October, 1919, that Mrs. Bula Croker 
dominated her husband, The case put for- 
ward by Ethel White to some extent fel] in 
with the plaintiff's case as regards one part, 
and as regards the other part had no connec- 
ion whatever, ny case put forward by 
Rie hard Croker, ., was that Mra. Bula 
Croker falaely an “frandulently made repre- 
sentations to the testator as to the honesty 
and loyalty of his children, and by that means 
poisoned his mind and prejudiced his action 
against his children, and that that was the 
reason why he made the will of October, 1919. 

Proceeding, his lordship dealt with the “é 
aspect of the pleas put forward by the 
plaintiff and the assertions of the intervenient, 
Mrs. Ethel White, and said that fraudulent 
misrepresentation should be understood by the 
jury. The keynote of undue influence 
wae coercion, and the keynote of false 

resentation was poisoning the mind. 
w ile on the honeymoon at Palm Beach the 
defendant received friendly letters from the 
testator’s children, and she also received 
Christmas greetings from them in 1914. The 
testator and the defendant stayed at Palm 
Beach until the 3rd April, 1915, when they 
returned to New York, and bef | go to 
Ireland both husband ani wile m wills 
leaving everything to Richard Croker, junior. 
Having reviewed the evidence given of the 
letter sent by Mr. Richard Croker to Richard, 
junior, in which he asked for an account of 
affairs in respect of the Warehouse and other 
property, his lordship remarked that these 
were technical matters which wired ex- 
planation from a skilled person. They were 
matters on which the jury might think that, 
no matter how intelligent Mrs. Croker might

He accompanied Mrs. Croker in her house- 
keeping in the mornings. On one occasion he 
made an excuse, and Mrs. Croker went about 
her housekeeping alone. and on her returning 
she found Howard addressing her husband. 
There had apparently been a quarrel. Howard 
was talking about taking the business out of 
Richard's hands, and was saying what a 
wonderful business man Richard was. As Mrs. 
Croker went into the room Howard, who had 
made some references to her to his father 
pushed his way out. The result, as deacribed 
by Mrs. Croker, was that her ‘husband was 
eeriously disturbed and she had to send for the 
doctor, 
THE CHILDREN’S VIS'TS. 

As to these visits, it was suggested, on the 
one hand, that Mrs. Croker was trying to 
“eep the children away from her husband, 
end. on the other hand, that they were per- 

tly reasonable visits paid by children to 
thair father. So far as Mrs. White was con- 
cerned, she had been invited by Mrs. Croker 
to return; and, as far as Howard was con- 
cerned, she had been quite willing that he 
should be in her company while she wae doing 
her housekeeping, but she thought that he 
had taken advantage, when she was away on 
that one occasion, to interfere with her 
lushand and to upset him.

4, and that her marriage to Richard 
Croker was 6 bigamous marriage, and that 
during her married life with Richard Croker 
she was living in adultery. In that case the 
onus of proof Jay upon the person who made 
the charge, and Ethel White had to prove 
to the satisfaction of the jury that Mrs. 
Bula Croker was never the wife of Richard 
Croker, sen., and that at the time of the 
marriage she was already married to another 
man. He left the question to the jury 
whether, at the time of the marriage to 
Richard Croker, Bula Croker was the lawful 
wife of Guy R. Marone. That raised, of 
course, the very serious and important issue 
involving not merely the character, but the 
good name, of a person, because the allegation 

t forward was that during the course of 
her married life Bula Croker was living in 
adulterous intercourse with another man. Of 
course, they only to state an issue of 
that kind to realise its importance, and in 
considering the evidence in the case the jury 
were quite at liberty to do what every jury 
was entitled to do—to rely upon their own 
knowledgt of the world and their own common- 
sense. 

Dealing with Mrs. Croker’s effort, and how 
she had raised herself above the ordinary 
social position of & daughter of a farmer in 
Indian territory and become a princi al 
teacher, giving her a certain stotus, the j judge 
suggested that the jury might think that the 
natural project of an ambitious person would 
be to lead such a life’as was deposed by Mrs. 
Croker’s evidence there. Instead of being in 
that school, it was sworn that Mrs. Croker 
was, in fact, the wife of a working tailor, 
living in a single room with her husband, 
whose wages were twenty dollars a week and 
two dollars overtime. Now, the jury were 
entitled to ask themselves which was the 
more probable thing to have happened. It 
seemed to him a little more probable, in 
his knowledge of human naturo, that, 
~~ of marrying a tailor, such 

person woul be more likely 
to hove accepted a position which would be 
more suitable to her education and the en- 
vironment in which she had worked for 
several years. There was another view which 
might suggest itself to the jury. Guy R. 

arone was a living man. He had been seen 
within the last two years, He was living 
when the marriage of Bula Croker was pro- 
claimed in the Press of the United States, and 
if Bula Croker had been married to Guy R. 
Marone would he have remained silent at that 
vime’? Those were facts that the jury had 
to take into their consideration, There was no 
doubt that a person could not be in San 
Francisco and at the same time be in North- 
ampton, Massachussets. It was clear that if 
Mrs. Croker were in Northampton, as sworn 
by witnesses, she could not be in a place 1.750 
or 2.000 miles away ‘at the same time. Mrs. 
Croker had sworn that she was never in 
Northampton, or Moncton, New Brunswick. 

THE AMERICAN WITNESSES. 

Dealing with the witnesses who had been 
exami from Monkton and other places, who 
had stated they knew Mrs. Croker as Mrs. 
Marone, his lordship said that in the case 
they hed no working tailors examined to state 
they knew a working tailor named Marone; 
nor had they any of the Italian colony present 
with whom Marone was supposed to have been 
connected ; but they had people who believed 
they were ‘of a higher statas, and who looked 
down ypon the working tailor and his wife. 
In the evidence they had before them it was 
atated that Mrs. Marone, when living in 
Northampton, had gone to work in a book 
- ww for the Christmas holidays. [It was for 

jury to say whether a lady of the educa- 
tional attainments of Mrs. Croker was likely 
to go to work for the holidays fn a shop, in- 
stead of ning up a studio or some other 
educational establishment. Dealing with the 
absence of curiosity on the part of Mrs. 
Davis and other witnesses, regarding Mrs. 
Croker while she was alleged to have been 
living in their houses. the Lord Chief Justice 
said that in Ireland everybody knew the busi- 
ness of every other person, but in America it 
appeared to be the other way about. 

The Lord Chief Justice concluded his ad- 
dress to the jury at 3.15 p.m., having spoken 
for almost seven hours. 


COUNSEL’S OBJECTION, 


After the jury had retired to consider their . 


verdict, 

Mr. Lardner, K.C., on behalf of the plain- 
tif, said that he respectfully objected to 
the Lord Chief Justice’s address to the jury, 
and he had formally put the objectiong in 
writing. Counsel then read the objections 
dealing with points in the evidence both at 
the Palm Beach trial and at the trial just 
closed, which had not been referred to by the 
judge; and he asked that the jury be recalled 

d ad d on these points. 

oThe Lord Chief Justige—I do not see any 
reason to recall the jury. No judge in a case 
extending over ten days could cover all the 

d unless he is prepared to take another 
ten days. The matter is one to & great 
extent in the discretion of the judge. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., on behalf of Mrs. Ethe) 
White, also ‘handed in a written objection 
to the address of the Lord Chief Justice.

A LOST WILL. 


DUBLIN PROBATE SUIT. 


In the Probate Court, before Mr. Justice 
Dodd, in the probate suit of Thomas Kearney, 
of 7 Phibsborough avenue, Dublin, printer, v, 
Edward Kearney, of 152 Parnell street, 
Dublin, salesman, application wag made to fix 
the mode of trial. 

The plaintiff claims to be the executor, a 
devisee, and a residuary legatee under the last 
will, dated the 25th nm 1917, é 
Catherine Dennany, formerly of Prospec 
House, Glasnevin, and late of 7 Phibsborcegh 
avenu,e Dublin, who was the widow of Thomas 
H. Dennany, deceased, and who died on the 
6th February, 1923, and he claims to have 
the will established. 

The defendant in his defence and counter- 
claim pleads that the deceased was not of 
sound mind, memory, and understanding at 
the time the will of 25th January purports to 
have been exeeuted, and that she did not know 
and approve of the contents. He claimg that 
she made her true last will, dated the 27th 
May, 1919, whereby she appointed him (de- 
fendant) executor and sole legatee, and re- 
voked all former wills. The will of May, 1919, 
was lost or destroyed in the Four Courte on 
or about the 50th June, 1922. The defendant, 
who is a nephew of the deceased, counter- 
claims that the Court should pronounce 
against the will of the 25th January, 1917, 
and decree probate in solemn form of the will 
dated 27th Na 1919.

A TRADESMAN’S ACTION,

INOUEST ON SOLDIER VICTIM OF 
MOTOR SMASH. 


The overturning of a military tender on 
the Howth road, resulting in the death of 
Private Francis O'Toole (27), stationed at 
Mountjoy Prison, was described at an inquest 
01 the deceased at the Mater Misericordiz 
Hospital, Dublin, vesterday.

Francis O'Toole, Library street, Kingstown, 
having identified the body as that of his son, 
medical evidence showed that death was due 
to fracture and laceration of the base of the 
skull. Death took place at 11.45 p.m on 
Wednesday. 

John Shiels. who was driving the tender at 
the time of the accident, having been cau- 
tioned, gave evidence to the effect that when 
near Clontarf Railway Station he came upon 
a horse and cart in the middle of the road. 
This was et a bend in the road, and as he 
passed the horse and cart the accelerator stuck 
and a tyre burst, with the result that the car 
swerved to the left. The witness gave a 
i lock,” which caused the car to turn 

ver, and all the occupants of the tender 
were flung on the road. The speed at which 
they were travelling when the car overturned 
was between 12 and 15 miles per hour. 

Other evidence having been given, the jury, 
after a short consultation, found that death 
was accidentally caused. They exonerated the 
driver from al] blame, and expressed sympathy 
with the relatives of the deceased.

POINCARE’S SPEECH. 
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EXISTENCE OF THE NATION 
THREATENED. 
. PARIS, Friday. 

Replying to interpellations in the Chamber 
to-day, M. Poincaré said that he was 
astonished ‘that anvone should imagine that 
he should m any way countenance a Royalist 
plot 
“We are resolved,’’ he declared, ‘to 
guarantee liberty íor all, and we shall deal 
implacably with all crimes, whether thev are 
committed hy Rovalists, anarchists Com- 
munists, or by anybody else. The Republic 
to-day is inseparably identified with victorious 
France, a France reconetituted by the return 
of Alsace-Lorraine”’ 

1. Poincaré added that the question of 
foreign ‘policy ought not to influence the pre- 
sent debate, if it was desired to reach settle- 
ment as rapidly as possible. 

It was indispensable for the Government to 
have behind them the whole of France, to 
enable them to negotiate successfully. 

The Premier added the assurance that the 
Government would fight as vigorously those 
who attempted to bring about a Monarchist 
restoration, as those who endeavoured to force 
a Hapsburg jewels revolution. 

Whatever Cabinet is m power it will have 
to insiet, with the same vigour as the pre- 
sent Government, upon reparations and 
security. The Government, M. Poincaré said, 
only asked that an honest contract should be 
entered into with a homogeneous majority, 
which would support it to the end. 

The Premier then made a statement on th 
poiicy of the Government in matters concern- 
ing religious congregations. 

He said that he had continued his negotia- 
tions with the Vatican for the applieation of 
the law of the separation of Churches and 
State, and that he had submitted the pro- 
ject of the Holy See to the Council of State 
and the legal experts, who had found that it 
conformed to the requirements of French law. 

M. Poincaré afterwards paid a tribute to 
the satisfactory results achieved by the Cham- 
ber in restoring French finance. 

M. Poincaré declared that Germany must 
be watched, particularly in regard to aviation. 
The German Government, he asserted, en- 
couraged assassination and acts of sabotage, 
and had defied France by derisory proposals. 

“ We are thus forced,” the Premier added, 
‘to increase our pressure, and to. prolong 
it.”” (Loud cheers irom al) benches.) “ For 
this reason the question of foreign policy will 
dominate the internal policy for some time yet 
—that is to say, that anything that concerns 
the defence of the country will take first place 
in the pre-occupations of the Government, 
which is supported by the majority. (Loud 
applause). France will.then be able to think 
of re-organising her finances and of increas- 
ing her production. But at present, if peace 
has been signed, the conditions of peace have 
not been determined. ‘The colours captured 
from France in 1870 have not been returned. 
France has not yet completed her work of 
justice. 

“* Moral and material peace were yesterday 
at stake. To-day it is economic and financial 
peace which is threatened. Perhaps the whole 
existence of the nation will again be 
threatened to-morrow. 

“Since the foreign policy presses with its 
whole weight upon the internal policy, are 
we not justified in asking the majority not 
to lose sign of the question of the restora- 
tion of France, and of a peace made with 
dignity and security, and with the main- 
tenance of our alliances. If the majority is 
ready io follow this programme, we are ready 
to co-operate in it. (Loud applause.)

When he met me this morning, one of the 
local labour leaders said that until he read 
the newspapers he had no idea what terrible 
people the agricultural labourers were. He 
said that what tue lrish Transport Union 
were out to combat was a general reduction 
of wages, and they would resist this to the 
utmost. . 

1 am officially miormed that since the 
beginning of the present dispute in East 
Wateriord the men affected have received 
their strike pay regularly. The ordinary 
course of business in the Irish Transport 
Union has not been affected by the action ol 
Mr. Larkin, and as the elected executive of 
the Union has full control of the funds, the 
officials intend to carry on as usual, 

The situation here shows no indication of an 
early change, but with the arrival of Senator 
Dufty, I believe the prospects of settlement are 
brighter. Senator Duffy is the men’s elected 
agricultural representative on the executive for 
Meath. Neither he nor Thomas Ryan, the 
men’s elected local representative, is a paid 
official. In view of their position, these men 
may he acceptable to the executive of the 
Waterford Farmers’ Union as negotiators on 
behalf of the labourers. 

SENATOR DUFFY'S VIEWS. 

Senator Duffy, with whom.I had an inter- 
view to-day, told me thai the Transport Union 
was not.absolutely dependent on paid officials. 
They had their elected representatives on the 
spot. These were available for negotia- 
tions at any time under an independent 
chairman, and why’ there should be anv 
opposition to negotation with them was very 
hard to understand. The responsibility for a 
continuance of the struggle, he said, rested 
with the farmers.

The new Bulgarian Government again 
stated vesterday that peace and order pre- 
vail throughout the country, and the new 
authority is firmly established. 

Reports of counter-revolutionary pre- 
parations and of fighting continue to 
arrive. Our Belgrade Correspondent sends 
the news current in the Jugo-Slavian capital 
to the effect that armed peasants are 
massing round Sofia, and that at one 
place the peasants have gained a great 
victory over the Government troops. 

King Boris, it is declared, has two aero- 
planes waiting near his country home to 
take him into a place of safety in case the 
peasants occupy Sofia. 

A Belgrade report states that Bulgaria

HOW THE EX-PREMIER 
WAS CAPTURED.

“ YOU HAVE BETRAYED MF 
LIKE JUDAS.”’ 
SLAVOVITZA, Friday. 


The following is a complete story of the late 
Prime Minister’s adventures during the last 
six days. Last Saturday morning news that 
the military had overthrown the Government 
was brought to Slavovitza, M. Stanrbuliski’s 
native village, where he was staying. but de- 
tails were lacking, and M. Stambuliski be- 
lieved that the action of the military was 
confined to several isolated places. 

But during the night further reports con 
vinced him that the situation was more 
serious than he had at first, thought. Troops 
began to arrive in the neighbourhood of 
Slavovitza, and M. Stambuliski decided that 
his best chance of safety lay in taking to the 
mountains, with the hope ultimately of cross- 
ing the frontier. 

He left Slavovitza, accompanied by a large 
guard of peasants, but these gradually left 
him, and by Wednesday only his brother and 
two faithful followers remained. From Mon- 
day to Wednesday he eluded capture, but 
every hour the ring round him was growing 
closer. He spent the night of Wednesday 
outside Golak. which lies about four miles 
south-west of SlAvovitza. 

In the early hours of yesterday morning 
he disguised himeelf as a wood merchant, 
entered the village and asked to be directed 
to Kostenetz and Bania, where he hoped to 
find a number of loyal supporters. He suc- 
ceeded in leaving Golak, but the Mavor, M 
Rangel Stoitchkoff, had recognised him, and 
with a group of  peasanta followed and 
arrested him. 

When arrested, M. Stambuliski completely 
broke down, saying :—‘‘ You betray me in 
the same wav as Judas betraved Jesus 
Christ.” When the peasants offered him food 
he refused, saying :—*‘ You offer me poison.” 

M.. Stambuliski telegraphed to the Com- 
mander of the revoiutionary troops at Tatar- 
basarijk, Colonel Slaevkoff, an old comrade of 
bis :—‘‘ I hear my Government has been over- 
thrown, and I hasten to sarrender myself. 
Come in a car to Vetren. Salutations.— 
Stam buliski.”’ 

M. Stambuliski asked the military, as a 
specia] favour, to be allowed to return to 
Slavovitza in order to take some personal 
things from his home. The troops allowed 
him to do this, and, in a motor car strongly 
guarded by troops, he returned to Slavovitza. 
On the way, however, a group of his personal 
friends attacked the escort, and rescued their 
former chief. 

His rescue created tremendous excitement, 
and the Minister of War telegraphed repri- 
manding the Commander of the troops. and 
ordering him to capture M. Stambuliski at 
any price. 

Again the military and civilians set off to 
search for the fugitive. They soon overtook 
him, and this time there was no parleying. 
The group defending him was attacked from 
all sides. and in the course of the fight M. 
Stambuliski was killed.—({7rmes telegram, per 
Press Association.)

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OTLEY DERBY SWEEP. 


SUMMONS AGAINST CLUB 
SECRETARY DISMISSED. 

Widespread interest. was evinced in the 
police court proceedings, at Otley yesterday, 
in connection with the great Derby sweep- 
stake, organised by the Otley Unionist Club. 

At the instance of the West Riding police, 
summonses. were taken out against the Secre- 
tary of the club, Mr. Archibald Britton, who 
was summoned for unlawfully selling tickets 
in a lottery which was not authorised by Act 
of Parliament. 

Counsel for the prosecution said the num- 
her ot tickets sold was 180.000.

The Methodist Forward Movement in Ulster 
came up for consideration.

Deputation to go to 
America as soon as possible. Effort in Tre- 
Jand to be launched in the autumn or as soon 
after as possible. 

(3) Committee requests Conference to sanc- 
tion scheme so that—(a) Arrangements can be 
made with Circuits to release certain brethren 
for short term ‘service abroad; (b) that mem- 
bers of the deputation be furnished with 
letters of commendation from the Irish Con- 
ference to the Churches abroad. 

(4) The Committee requests permission to 
send not more than six ministers to America, 
Canada, etc., for a short period in the interests 
of the fund ‘ 

The scheme was approved. 

The question of securing the appointment of 
ministers as registrars of marriages was Te- 
ferred to the Committee.

WINTER WHEAT AND OATS. 

Fields of early sown winter wheat, though 
backward, look promising and healthy ; those 
sown after the middle of November do not 

so well. On some soils there are odd 
poor and patchy fields due to hail showers 
end night frosts. The crop, in common with 
other cereals, is much in need of rain and 
mild weather. : 

Fields of winter oats in Wexford and other 
counties got a marked set-back during May, 
and in some cases have a brown burnt appear- 
ance. Spring oats are generally backward, 
and on a lands brairds are thin, patchy 
and stúnted, . In some sheltered districts the 
crop promises well. 

ire-worm attack was severe in several 
counties, and the use of the heavy roller as 
well as a mitrogenous dressing was needed to 
assist the crop. Barley is described as late, 
but is still more ising than oats. The 
crop suffered ot ge beth ‘irom the sevesity 
of the weather and wire-worm attck. in 
some counties, notably North ‘Tipperary, 
fields have been badly infested with charlock, 

Flax brairds came up. very slowly and un- 
evenly; early sown fields are not expected to 
turn out well; late sown fields promise best ; 
the brairds on these, though weakly, are 
sufficiently thick, and give promise of a satis- 
factory yield. 

Plots of eariy potatoes were much checked 
by frost, and mid-early varieties were also 
burned. In County Cork ealry varieties made 
rapid progress towards the end of May. The 
crop in that county is expected to be ready 
for wine by the third week in June. Over 
most of the country main-crop varieties are 
just coming over ground. In the more baek- 
ward counties the crop in exposed situations 
is much behind.

THE LAND BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—In order to lessen the hardships which 
will arise in the case of most landlords, should 
this bill become law, would it not only be 
fair, but just, for the Dad to give some 
assistance in order to keep up the value in 
the money market of the proposed issue of 
Bonds, by granting from the public funds a 
sum of £50,000 or £100,000 annually to the 
credit of the sinking fund, proposed in this 
bill, for the next twenty years, and thus 
provide a fund to redeem the Bonds for the 
amount of the annual grant? No holder of 
the Bonds should have more than £5,000 re 
deemed in any one year, until all vendors 
had gone the round of the wheel, when those 
who were first would come up for their second 
chance.

THE UNIVERSITY FRANCHISE. 
T0 THE EDITOR OP THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—Many graduates seem to be still in 
doubt as to their rights in regard to the 
university vote. Would you be good enough 
to MR me to set out these exactly; and for 
the sake of greater clearness to deal with the 
matter by way of question and answer! 

1. Who is entitled to claim registration as 
a National University voter? Any N.U.I 
graduate, woman or man (a) who is not under 
-one years of age; (b) whose degree was 
previous to October 16th, 1922; 
likewise, a citizen of the Irish 


conferred 
(c) and who IS, 
Free State. 

2. Must this pre-October graduate citizen, 
aged twenty-one years and upwards, be livin 
in the area of the Free State at the time o 
making the claim, or at the time of casting 
the vote? No. There is no such requirement. 
The citizenship is not lost by absence from 
the Free State territory. 

+. Must an absent, or over-seas, university 
voter return to Ireland in order to vote? No. 
All voting for university elections is by post 
The university voter, whether inside or out- 
side the Free ‘State area, is a ' ‘postal voter.’ 
Locality makes no difference. 

4. If a graduate is already on the old ant- 
versity register need he claim now to be regis- 
tered’ He must claim now. The register at 
present being formed is an entirely new regis- 
ter under the new conditions of new electoral 
law 


5. Unless a graduate make personal claim 
now, will his name fail to appear on the list 
of university voters? Assuredly. 

6. If the graduate’s name has just been 
placed on the register of the constituency in 
which she or he ordinarily resides, will this 
disqualify her or him from making claim to 
be registered on the university register? No. 
Once the graduate’s name appears on the uni- 
versity register it will in due course be re- 
moved, by the proper officer, from the other 
constituency list. 

7. Is there any advantage in being a uni- 
versity elector in preference to being a voter 
in another constituency’? Decidedly. There 
are three seats for a very limited electorate. 
One university vote exerts three times the in- 
fluence of an ordinary vote 

8. Is it lawful for a non-citizen graduate to 
claim and to cast a vote? No. The graduate 
must he a citizen by virtué of Article 3 of the 
Constitution. 

9. What should an over-seas graduate do 
who is at all doubtful as to his being a citizen’ 
Fill in the form. of claim. The second ques- 
tion on this form is: “ Are you a citizen of 
The graduate answer- 
ing “ Yes” announces his desire to be and to 
remain a citizen f objection be taken to his 
claim, the legal question as to his rightfal 
statue can-be answered by the Law Officer of 
the Free State. ‘‘When in doubt lead a 
trump ” is as wise here as in whist. 

10. * Domicile,’’ then, is not identical with 
residence’? By no means. But leave legal pro- 
blems to the lawyers. and get your name on 
the roll of voters.—Yours, etc.,

picture. I believe that he holds that there is 
no such thing as composition in a picture; | 
do not remember ever to have heard a really 
satisiactory definition of the word, but, as I 
understand it, I have never yet seen a picture 
by Mr. Yeats with bad composition in it. 
The reason of this is, perhaps, that all of his 
pictures are from actual incidents—though in 
many have painted vears 
aiterwards, from rough sketches made at the 
time—none of them is 
** arranged.’ In his 
painting there is a 
total lack of affecta- 
tion; there is genuine 
sincerity and feeling. 

His most characteris- 
tic work is, I think, 
his best. That is to 
say, that work which 
is most individual, in 
which he has least in 
common with other 
artists. Those who 

visited the Academy 
a couple of years ago 
will remember two 
fine pictures by Mr. 

Yeats: one showing 
what the photo- 

graphers call, I be- 
heve, a ‘‘ close up” 
men rowing a boat 
across the sea, the 
other a car 
over a hill-side. In both of these paintings 
there is great sympathy of treatment, and at 
the same time much realism. 

It has been said of Mr. Yeats that he is a 
rover—a pirate, even—at heart. He cer- 
tainly seems to be at home when painting 
pictures of the sea, and anything to do with 
And when he is out walking along 
the country roads he does not, like the 
amateur, walk in the middle of the highway. 
but he keeps to the left of the road, close to 
the ditch like a true vagrant! Mr. Yeats is 
genuinely Irish in his work; and, like most 
other men of genius, he is excellent company.

FF the Anglo-Irish have gained 
celebrity in any particular branches of 
their art, it is in the writing of songs and 

iy translation. Campion and Moore have 
written the most successful songs (as distinct 
from lyrics) in the language, while Carey's 
translation of Dante and FitzGerald’s render- 
ing of the Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam are 
the most famous of their kind. There was 
never, in all probability, a more popular 
translation than FitzGerald’s; yet, in spite of 
lis numerous admirers, few trouble to 
acquaint themselves with the author’s life 
history. 

Edward FitzGerald was born on the 3lst 
March, 1809, at Woodbridge, in Suffolk, of 
Irish parents. His father’s name was Purcell, 
but as his mother, Mary Frances FitzGerald, 
was ‘her father’s heiress, the family assumed 
the name of FitzGerald. 

After an uneventful youth he went into 
residence in Trinity College, Cambridge, in 
1826. His College career was undistinguished, 
save that it marked the beginning of some of 
his most enduring friendships: it also marked 
his particulary disinclination to steady work. 
Christophe Wordsworth, a brother of the 
laureate, w8s Master of Trinity at this time, 
and from the extreme fervour of his petitions 
in the College Chapel earned the title of the 
Meeserable Sinner ” from FitzGerald. His 
ther was similarly distinguished as the 
Meeserable , Poet.”’ 
ln 1830 FitzGerald took his degree, and 
then, floating out into the world, began that 
leisurely existence which ended cnly with his 
death. He lived for the most part in Suffolk, 
moving from neighbourhood to neighbourhood 
és whim dictated, and leading on the whole, 
a hí which was thoroughly unconven- 

al and unsatisfying. Very seldom did 

he choose to visit his friends, because he 
leit the restraints of a strange household on 
hi. slovenly, Bohemian habits. In youth he 
cherished great literary. ambitions, but these 
were swallowed up in the morass of stagnation 
into which his life imperceptibly disappeared. 
His literary remains are very scanty; a few 
translations from the Persian, a few render- 
dramas from the Greek and from 
two or three pieces of original 
poetry. including one beautiful lyric, ' The 
Meadows in Spring, and a host of lazy but 
feightiully intimate letters. He also pub- 
ushed. in 1851, ““Euphranor,” a sort of 
nic dialogue, celebrated more for its 
yie than matter.

DESTRUCTIVENESS. 
LD-FASHIONED  pbhrenologists con- 
sidered destructiveness, on the whole, 
a desirable quality; it included or im- 
plied a desire for knowledge, and the power 
of investigating facts. With all proper re- 
spect for the superior wisdom of these bygone 
makers of mental charts, it is hard to see 
the good side of the variety of destructiveness 
now current. I mean particularly the wanton 
destruction of flowering plants in gardens that 
face the street. 

Little children naturally love flowers, and 
should be encouraged to seek them in the 
woods and hedgerows; they brighten many a 
dull room, and gladden many a dull heart, 
and they are the natural concomitant of 
youth, growth, and hope. 

So much by way of pleading the cause of 
the town child hungry for beauty, stretching 
out longing hands towards the lanes and 
meadows of their dreams; so much, 
too, by way of reminding those with 
well stocked gardens of the duty and 
privilege of sharing their wealth with 
the less fortunate; but, oh, naughty 
and marauding little citizen and citizeness, 
are you any nearer your goal by having broken 
my budding lilac; how does it advantage you 
that my neighbour's laurel bushes are stripped 
and splintered; that the laburnum over -the 
way is shorn of its best branches, which lie, 
a sad spectacle of wreck, just before the win- 
dows of ihe bereft proprietor? 

I fear that we must abandon poetry, and, 
desisting from our hunt for excuses, arraign 
you before the awful tribunal] of public opinion 
as a wilfully destructive little morse] of 
humanity, ‘‘ the inetinct of whose nature Is 
to kill.”’ If you had taken home that lilac, 
and placed it in a cracked jug, a neckless 
porter bottle, to gladden the eyes of your aged 
grandame or infirm aunt, we could the more 
readily have pardoned you, but to tear if off 
so ruthlessly one moment, only to abandon it 
by the roadside the next, betokens a degree 
of callousness that I should never have read in 
your round, blue eyes. 
' Fie, little citizen, or, as aforesaid, little 
citizines¢! If vou have so little respect for 
the amenities of your native town, such slight 
regard for its good name, so little appreciation 
of its charm, at your present age of seven, 
what will be your contribution to its well- 
being, what type of voter will you be “‘twenty 
or thirtv or forty years on? ”’

pictured the Western Isles as a cradle 

of romance. There is haunting music in 
the wery sound of their names: Islay, Jura, 
Colonsay, Dronsay, Staffa, Iona, Tiree and 
Coll—one whispers them lingeringly and 
dreams of the sunsets on Loch Linne or the 
wooded mysteries of the Sound of Mull; but 
they are a long way off the beaten track, and 
the waters of the Western Highlands have a 
reputation which gives the indifferent sailor 
seriously to think before he tempts their 
squall-swept waves. 

Probably, therefore, I never should have 
realised one of childhood’s dearest dreams if 
[ had not been given the opportunity. of 
cruising among the Western Isles in a liner 
of 20,000 tons. There is something comfort- 
ing in the mere contemplation of such ton- 
nage. Surely no storm could trouble the 
voyager on such a craft? White-horsed waves 
might strike terror into the soul of the 
traveller shivering on the brink of Carlisle 
Pier, but on the deck of a 20,000 liner—the 
thing was absurd. . 

With these comforting reflections I turned 
my back on the mail boat at Holyhead last 
Friday, after one of those crossings on which 
one prefers not to dwell. The new Cunard 
liner, the Franconia, was sailing from Liver- 
pool at 7 p.m. for her trial trip, and, through 
the courtesy of the company, I was going with 
her. I must confess that at first sight she 
was rather alarming. She rose sheer above 
the dock, haughty in the knowledge that she 
was the last word in marine architecture, 
spick and span from John Brown's yard on the 
Clyde. We entered through an opening in 
her side—no gangway would have the cheek 
to try to scale those lordly heights—and 
entered upon our experience as temporary 
millionaires, for when the Cunard Company 
makes you its guest it does not do things by 
halves. : 
_It was blowing fairly. stiffly when the 
Franconia stood out to sea en route for the 
West coast of Scotland. But she was as 
steady as a rock, and the puny waves lashed 
at her in vain. One thought with a retro- 
spective shudder of the morning on the Irish 
Sea, and thanked Providence for those 20,000 
tons. Journalists have been. trying fm 
many years to describe an. ocean-going liner 
im- adequate terms, and have. failed. 

I cannot hope to give anything like an ade- 
quate description of the Franconia. anv more 
than I could hope to give an adequate de- 
scription of the City of Dublin. For a modern 
liner is like a town. The old cliché, “a float. 
ing palace,’’ does not apply.any longer. As 
goon as you go on board the Franconia vou 
realise that here is a pertect piece of orga- 
nisation. You are taken in charge by a 
steward, who shows you your state room. 
from which the old ‘‘ bunk” has disappeared 
to be replaced by a comfortable bed, as likely 
as not with an eiderdown quilt. Hot and cold 
water is laid on; you -have a wardrobe in 
which to hang your clothes, a sofa on which 
to rest when you feel weary, and all the com- 
fort and luxury of a well-to-do home. 

The smoking room iu the first-class part of 
the ship is a wonder. It is got up in the 
shape of an old English inn of the Tudor 
period, and has a great, broad fireplace, in 
which a log fire burns merrily on the hearth. 
The furniture consists of deep chairs of ample 
proportions, all in keeping with the general 
scheme of decoration, and during our trip 
the illusion of old England was maintained 
by the Em” of three waiters dressed after 
the fashion of the Shakespearean Boniface, 
complete with long Churchwarden pipes. Just 
outside the smoking room is the lounge, with 
its beautifully painted dome and its Snyder 
paneiling. this room is decorated afte: 
seventeenth century Anglo-Dutch models, 
with a rich red carpet and lovely old walnut 
and red lacquer furniture. It is like the 
drawingroom of some old English castle, as 
unlike a ship as anvthing possibly could be. 

In addition to these rooms, there are twu 
first-class garden lounges on the Franconia. 
one on either side of the ship. They have 
sliding glass windows, and are furnished with 
wicker-work armchairs and tables, as well as 


with evergreen shrubs and statgly palms. All 
these rooms, together wi splendidly 
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well furnished, there is any amount of. air, 
the corridors are broad and admirably lighted, 
and the diningrooms compare very favourably 
with the second-class accommodation of ‘many 
modern ships. Nobody need be afraid to 
travel third class on the Franconia.- He will 
be regaled by an excellent orchestra durin 

his meals, which are of high quality and ad- 
mirable variety. A large area of deck space 
has been set apart for his games, and alto- 
gether every provision has been made for his 
comfort while he is under the Cunard Com- 
pany’s wing. 

The meals in the first-class diming-room 
would require an article to themselves. Dinner 
on the trip was a brilliant spectacle. Every 
table had its own shaded lamp, and the gay 
dresses of the ladies gave added vivacity and 
charm to the animated scene, while the 
gorgeous decorations of the roam gave the 
necessary touches of colour. The company 
had engaged a first-class orchestra, which 
played throughout the meal, and almost. a 
hundred excellent waiters ministered to the 
wants of the guests. Of course, the chef is 
a Frenchman, but otherwise the crew is all 
British. i 

One other institution deserves “mention 
before I pass to the actual cruise. The 
modern liner produces its daily newspaper, 
and the Franconia has what the Américans 
would term the “ cutest” little printing office 
I ever have seen. The news service—wireless, 
of course—is admirable, and every morning 
the passenger can buy his newspaper just as 
if he were on land. e type is set by hand, 
although I believe that the Berengaria boasts 
a linotype machine, and-the paper is printed 
on a modern platen Eas which turns ont a 
splendidly printed little sheet. The ship’s 
printers are kept very busy, because, in addi- 
tion to their paper, they must. print three 
menu cards every day for each of the different 
classes, as well as concert programmes, sports 
lists, and the ordinary ship s notices. The 
conditions under which they work, however, 
are almost ideal, and the “comp.”’ who gets a 
job on a Cunarder is a lucky man 

Now for the cruise. We left Liverpool at 
Mut seven o'clock on Friday evening, and 
while I was dressing the next morning I saw 
Ailsa Craig, or Paddy’s Milestone, disappear- 
ing astern. We had run up the Clyde and 
back «again while I was asleep. At 
this point the weather was ‘beginning 
to lose its temper, but: we rounded the Mull of 
Kintyre as if we were cruising on a mill- 
pond, and very soon we were among the 
Western Isles. Unfortunately, the weather let 
us down badly here. A heavy mist was hang- 
ing over the coast, with the result that we 
lost most of the rugged grandeur of Argyll- 
slrire, and saw virtually nothing but a dis- 
tillery on one of the islands. the sight of 
which made one of our Scottish passengers 
give expression to feelings of homesickness. 
Towards evening we reached Oban Bay, 
which, on an autamn evening, challenges even 
the Bay of Naples in loveliness. But, alas! 
a ‘“‘Scottish mist” was in full swing, and 
Oban was shrouded in rain. 

We use anchor in the bav, and two 
motor lifeboats were launched to take visitors 
ashore. Having had experience of Highland 
'mists,” I took good care to protect myself 
against the elements; but some unfortunates 
were not so careful, and managed to get them- 
selves drenched. wet We were glad to get 
back on board, where dinner was waiting,. and 
alter the meal the weather was so wretched 
that the whole company foregathered in the 
diningroom, where we were entertained by 
some remarkably good performers who had 
been engaged specially by the company, and 
afterwards we had a cinematograph show. 

Next day the Captain conducted Divine Ser- 
vice in the morning, and then we learnt that 
the weather was so unfavourable that the pas- 
sage of the Sound of Mull would not be at- 
‘tempted. — It was blowing a regular gale of 
thout fifty knots, but the wind did not trouble 
the Fronconia in the least, and even the 
thrieking gulls seemed to marvel at her steadi- 
ness, At three o’clock the anchor was 
weighed, and we set off on our homeward 
journey. The sea looked so nasty that many 
of us were prepared for a bit of tossing: but 
not a bit of it. The Franconia went .quietly 
on her way, and the captain’s foresight .in 
dropping anchor again at six o’clock, in order 
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appointed card room and the writing room 
are on the top deck. 

On the next deck are the best state rooms 
the circulating library, which provides the 
passenger with the latest literature, and a 
chocolate shop. Then comes the office, where 
the wireless telegrams are issued, and where 
the purser presides over a large staff of cap- 
able ycung men. The next deck has nothing 
of importance, beyond the usual corridors of 


saloon. It is just like the diningroom of a 
first-class hotel. It seats almost three 
hundred people at small tables, variously ar- 
ranged to hold parties of different sizes. 
It stretches up through several decks, giv- 
Ing aa impression of great height, and has 
a large balcony at one end, on which the 
ship’s orchestra is accommodated during 
meals. Finally, on the ground floor, pour 
ainst dire, comes the sports arena, which is 
umique. It is divided into three parts. One 
contains the racquets court, which is of stan- 
dard size and beautifully finished. The 
second contains the swimming bath, and the 
third the gymnasium, which beats anything 
I ever have seen. Every mechanical contriv- 
ance which the mind of man has devised for 
the improvement of his bodily condition is to 
be found here. You can row a boat to your 
heart’s content, ride a horse at a fast gallop 
(and challenge a friend to a race into the 
bargain), go for a quick spin on a bicycle, take 
a turn on a trapeze. and finally have an 
electric massage which sends you away 
tingling with delightful energy. The Cunard 
Company has provided a fully qualified 
physical culture expert who will get you into 
first-class fighting trim in next to no time, and 
I envy the man who can afford’ to take a trip 
to the United States in order to spend his 
davs in that sporting happy hunting ground. 
The second-class part of the ship, to all 
intents and purposes, is just a slightly less 
luxurious edition of the first-class. Accom- 
modation is provided for several hundreds of 
passengers. They have a fine smoke-room, a 
huge dining saloon, and several other public 
rooms, as well as plenty of deck space for 
their games. Their staterooms differ very 
little from those of the first-class passengers. 
In fact, the Franconia has a system whereby 
the staterooms can be interchanged at will. 
But the third-class accommodation is, per- 
haps, the most surprising of all. When one 
thinks of the old type of emigrant ship, one 


is astonished. The bunks are roomy and 


state rooms, but on deck E we find the dining’ 


_ 


to give us our dinner in comfort, was really 
unnecessary. 

At ‘midnight “we' set sail again, this time 
for home, and sharp to schedule time the next 
day we arrived in:the Mersey, after a voyage 
which none of us is likely to forget: 

I had almost forgotten the sports. “They 
were held on Saturday, and comprised ail 
sorts of amusing events, from a Franconio 
Marathon to a bun and ginger beer race. The 
Irish contingent organised an athletic team 
to contest most of the races, and our “bag” 
included the shuffle board championship of 
Europe and the United States (which fell to 
the lot of a Corkman, and a son of the Marble 
City), the sack race, and the bun and ginger 
beer race. This last event was the piece 
de résistance. Some fifteen entrants lined up 
at the starting post, and two Irishmen were 
among them. e race consisted in a quick 
walk half-way round the ship, the hurried 
consumption of a large bath bun and a 
colossal bottle of ginger pop, and, finally, s 
walk back to the starting post. It was a 
case of Ireland first and the rest nowhere. 
The winner was last to reach the ginger beer 
and the bun, but his capacity for gaseous 
liquid apparently was unlimited; for ‘he 
quaffed his pint of “mineral’’ while the rest 
of us ‘were spluttering over our first mouth- 
fuls. He deserved. his prize, and a man who 
can drink ginger beer out of the bottle at 
that rate ought to go far. 

Then there was the tug-of-war—the event 
which humbled Hibernia’s pride. We had a good 
team, ranging from eleven to sixteen stone in 
weight, but a Saxon practical joker got the 
better of us. He heard in the morning that 
an Irish team.was going to win the tug, so he 
went: out intó the highways and byways of 
the ship and Gollected the most astonishing 
crew of heavy-weights that it has ever been 
my privilege and misfortune to see. The 
anchor man scaled twenty.five stone, and could 
have held his own against the lot of us at a 
pinch, His companions were under the 
twenties, it is true, but not much, and we had 
not a dog’s chance against them. Poor 
Ireland! But we were pretty bumptious about 
our chances, and got no more than we de- 
served. night, to our amazement, 
Messrs. Pathé Fréres ‘‘ screened’’ the sports 
in the diningroom. It was the first time on 
any ship that such a feat had been. accom- 
plished. But after a few days on the Fran- 
conia nothing would surprise you, !

AN ALGERIAN BOAR 
HUNT. 
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BY G. W. MURRAY. 


PORTSMEN in Algiers are always eager 
S to find an excuse to organise a boar hunt. 

A public holiday, a day when the lan- 
guid heat makes brain work in the dusty 
city a penance, and the lure of the cool moun- 
tains irresistible, above all, the advent of a 
stranger professing sporting instincts—in fact, 
any pretext, no matter how shadowy—is sufh- 
cient to set a dozen or more Europeans to the 
task of roping in an unsavoury mob of Arabs 
—men, women, and children—and a still more 
unsavoury pack of mongrelmof every variety 
of size, colour, and shape: . 

It is surprising how quickly, this ragged 
army con; te mobilised. The natives 1m 
Algiers revel in the sport, more especially as 
it means a few coins to dissipate. . 

Behind the town the mountains rise wild 
and precipitous, abounding in deep ravines or 
cenons, some of which are half a mile or more 
in length. They are strewn with ragged 
boulders, and scrubby patches of reeds and 
stunted shrubs make a patchwork of sombre 
green along their beds. ;

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AVIATION. 


MAJOR P. L. HOLMES, D.Sc.) 


(BY 
START will be made towards the end 
A of June with the most comprehensive 
programme of air events ever at- 
tempted in Great Britain, and some of the 
latest information available concerning the 
earlier items may be of interest. The open- 
ing event, to be held on June 25rd, is the 
point-to-point race for the Grosvenor Chal- 
lenge Cup, which carries a first prize of £100 
and a second of £5 restaicted to 
British pilots on British . machines 
engines not exceeding 1530 h.p. 
ing from Lympne Aerodrome 
the course will be to Croydon, 55 miles, 
Birmingham 16 miles, Bristol 85 miles, 
Croydon 103 miles, and finishing at Lympne 
55 miles, making’a total of 404 miles. 

While the lighi-plane trials, to be held 
are intended to encourage 
aeroplanes on a par with motor cycles, the 
object of the Grosvenor Challenge Cup is the 
development of ‘aircraft, comparable with 
touring motor cars, such as the Bristo] taxi 
plane and the d-seater Aero. A nominal 
entry fee of £2 will be charged, 
and it ts hoped that some of the 
smal] flying companies which are operating 
joy-ride machines and taxi-planes in diffe- 
rent parts of the country wili be in a posi- 
tion to swell the field, as this race will un- 
doubtedly provide excellent propaganda for 
a branch of civil flying, which most ceriainly 
nas a great future before it. 


London Air Congress. 


By inviiation of the British Government. 
the International Air Congress will be held 
at the Institaiion of Civil Engineers, in Lon- 
don, from June 25th to Wth. It is hoped 
that the Prime Minister will periorm the 
opening ceremony, while the inaugural address 
will be given by the Duke of Sutherland, 
Under-Secretary of State for the Air. On the 
evening of the first day the Duke of York, 
as President. will hold an official reception at 
the Hotel Victoria. During the week papers 
will be read covering many aspects of avia- 
tion, and visits will be made to various air- 
craft works, aerodromes, etc. On Wednesdav 
evening a reception will be held by the Lord 
Mayor of London at the Mansion House. 

The Royal Air Force Pageant, which was 
instituted in 1920, will take place on Saturday, 
June S0th, at the London Aerodrome, Hen- 
don, and it is hoped that H.M. the King, 
Chief of the Royal Air Force, will be present: 
This annual review of the flying units is an 
intergral and important part of the annual 
training of the R.A.F. The Pageant enables 
representatives to be brought together of 
the different types of squadrons which carry 
out the work of the R.A.F., and of giving 
them practice in association with one and 
other. This enhantes its value from the 
training point of view, while, in addition. 
it enables the general public to have ‘an 
opportunity of obtaimmg a first-hand know- 
ledge of the work and efficiency of its aerial 
defenders, which would otherwise be difficult, 
owing to the necessity of having R.A.F. 
squadrons and units stationed in localities at 
a distance from the centres of population. 


Eggs by Air. 


As, no doubt, many readers are interested 
in poultry, it occurred to me that it might 
be an instructive demonstration of air 


airway 
eggs. without . communicating 

to the air line manager. On the afternoon 
of May 15th I posted a letter m a country 
town in Essex to Mr. Middelman, of the 
Barnvelder Poultry Farm, Barnveld, Holland, 
ordering a dozen hatching eggs. These were 
immediately handed to the Royal Dutch Air 
Service at Amsterdam, who in turn delivered 
them on the same day to the railway company 
in London, and before breakfast on May 18th 
the eggs arrived at my house in Essex, not 
one having been broken in transit. Surely 
this is conclusive proof of the value of the 
airway for the transport of perishable or 
urgent goods. 

One of the most daring adventures which 
has ever been attempted in the air will shortly 
be undertaken by Mr. Ronald Amundsen, who 
proposes to fly across the North Pole from the 
far North of Alaska to Greenland. - Given 
moderate luck, there is no reason why the 
venture should not succeed, but, even apart 
from the cold, the difficulties to be overcome 
will be innumerable. and it will call for the 
highest degree of skill in aerial navigation. 


Baghdad Airway. 


It appears that the’.policy of the British 
Government in delaying for so long the es- 
tablishment of a civil air transport company 
in place of the R.A.F. for the operation of 
the Cairo-Baghdad airway, may lose a golden 
opportunity for the development of British air 
transport. Competition over this route is 
now In sight, in the form of a motor car ser- 
vice from Haifa to Baghdad, by which a non- 
stop run across the desert between Damascus 
and Ramadic will be made in one day. Owing 
tio the slipshod methods of the R.A.F airway, 
it appears that mails forwarded by rail from 
Cairo to Haifa and thence to Baghdad by 
car, wil] accomplish the journey as quickly as 
they do by air at present.
